At the Unitarian church, yester- 


day morning, Rev. Alfred Gooding 
delivered! another discourse in Ms 
series on the history of Unitarian- 
ism, the subject of this one being 
the pan taken by Unitarians in phil- 
anthropic 
and 
reformatory 
move- 


ments in this country 
during 
the 


last century. The following Js an 
abstract: 
Unitarians In Philanthropy And Re- 


form. 


It was natural that the followers 


of a religion that emphasizes con- 
duct above creed should take their 
proper part ia the noble and charita- 
ble enterprises of their time. Of the 
early Unitarians in Boston it 
has 


been justly said that "they all had a 
genuine desire to render the earthly 
lot 
of 
mankind tolerable. 
Thsy 


started every one of our best secular 
charities. The town of Boston had a 
poor house and nothing more until 
the Unitarians initiated humane in- 
stitutions for the helpless, the blind, 
the insane. The Massachusetts Gen- 
eral hospital, (1811.) 
the 
McLean 


' Asylum for the insane 
(1818,) 
the 


Ames'Special Mooh. and J»T» 
j P€rkins blind asylum, (1832.) were 
of their devising." 


Some of the most important phil- 


anthropic works of the last century 
owed their beginnings and success- 
ful prosecution to.the noble-hearted 
energy and enterprise of Unitarians. 
The famous Perkins institution for 
the blind at South Boston was es- 
tablished solely by Dr. 
Samuel G. 


Howe, who was a parishioner and in- 
timate friend of Theodore 
Parker. 


He invented printing for the blind, 
and developed his school so success- 
fully that it became a model for sim- 
ilar 
schools 
in 
seventeen 
other 


states of the union. He also devised 
methods for the education of the id- 
iotic, was a zealous friend 
of the 


prisoner and the slave, toiled in the 
cause of temperance, and stood high 
in the ranks of the reformers of pub- 
lic schools. 


Another phjTiatithrtopic wtork, init- 


iated and carried on 'by a Unitarian, 
was that of Dorothea Dix in her cru- 
sade against the cruel treatment of 
the insane. Miss Dix was a devoted 
follower of Dr. Channing, lind shared 
his noble faith in human nature. 
Sixty years ago the insane had al- 
most no place in the popular sym- 
pathy. 
Iron cages, clubs, chains, 


starvation and freezing were con- 
sidered the proper instrumentalities 
in subduing tTTem. Miss Dix set her- 
self to the reform of these terrible 
abuses, and in 1845 she 
"reported 


that she had traveled 100,000 miles, 
visited 
eighteen 
state penitentiar- 


ies, 300 jails, 500 almshouses 
and 


other institutions. In nine years she 
visited every state east of the Rocky 
mountains, and secured the erection 
of hospitals or other 
reformatory 


action in twelve states." She also 
Inspected the 
insane 
hospitals of 


Europe, and succeeded in correcting 
many evils there. 
Until past her 


75th year she maintained this noble 
activity, and we owe to her efforts 
all that is tolerable in the life of the 
indigent insane. 


Turning to the most important re- 


forms which were effected 
or at- 


tempted during the last century, we 
find in the list of energetic workers 
many name* of Unitarians. 
The 


cause oj» international Peace was 
first effectively advocated 
by 
Dr. 


Noah Worcester .through whose ef- 
fort* ttye Massachusetts- 'Peace So- 
clety wag organized 
in 
1815, 
and 


who published for many years 
a 


quarterly 
magazine called 
"The 


Friend of Pence." Many prominent 
Unitarian ministers were strong ad- 
vocates of tho peace policy, and Its 
staunchest champion among public 
men was Charles Sumner, a Unitar- 
ian and tho friend of Theodore Park- 
er. July 4th, 1845, fre gave hi* fa- 
mow oration on "The True 
Gran- 


deur of Nations," in which he 
de- 


nounced war as cruel and 
unneces- 


sary and made an eloquent plea for 
peace. In the United States senate 
Sumner was always the leading ad- 
vocate of arbitration as a means to 
the settlement of all 
international 


disputes. 


The most important moral issue of 


the last century was, of course, that 
of slavery. 
For more than forty 


years before the outbreak of 
the 


Civil war this terrible question was 
uppermost in many minds. 
There 


can be no doubt that among Unitar- 
ians, slavery was almost universal- 
ly condemned, but a good many of 
them did not approve of the meth- 
ods of the abolitionists. For this rea- 
son the denomination was accused 
of 
"pro-slavery conduct" and 
of 


"dealing with the question of slav- 
ery in anything but an 
impartial, 


courageous 
and 
Christian 
way." 


They were called 
indifferent 
and 


lukewarm. And yet the chief aboli- 
tionists were Unitarians,—Garrison, 
the May», Pierpont, Furness, Parker 
and many others. It has been said 
that "the Unitarians gave to the an- 
ti-slavery 
cause 
more 
preachers, 


writers, lecturers, poets, than 
any 


other denomination, in proportion, to 
their numbers, if not without any 
comparison." 


Such, very fragmentarily 
stated, 


has been the attitude of Unitarians 
toward 
the 
great 
philanthropies 


and reforms of their time.

First make a leaiou jelly- and mold it 


in the- shape of a uc-st. To do this turn 
a granite or earthen pic dish upside 
down in the bottom - of a two q'jart 
granite basin. Turn in the liquid jelly 
aril let it stigen. 


For the eggs, empty for family use 


for a day or two without breaking the 
shells the yolks and whites of the eggs 
from small holes in the big ends of the 
shells and carefully save the shells for 
molds. Tor the mixture make a very 
thick cornstarcli pudding. Season' it 
with a little sugar, and flavor with va- 
nilla. To obtain different shades color 
a part of the mixture brown with 
chocolate, a part yellow -with the yokes 
of eggs, and some green with spinach 
green or a vegetable preparation which 
can be bought. Turn the mixtures into 
the shells and stand the eggs In a pan 
of meal or flour to keep the open ends 
upward. 
Put them' in a cold place. 


Cut candied orange peel Into straws. 
All this work can be done on Saturday. 
An hour or two before the pudding is 
wanted carefully peel the shells from 
the eggs. Turn the jelly on to a round 
glass dish and remove the tin with 
care. Put the straws around the out- 
side of the indentation left by the tin. 
Fill the hollow with whipped cream 
aud nestle the eggs iu it. 


An attractive maeedoine salad may 


be made by dicing cold boiied potatoes 
and boiled beets and adding a few 
chopped olives, a little eel617 and a 
teaspoonfv.1 or two cf onion juice. 
Dredge with French dressing. Garnish 
with lettuce cut in strips arranged 
about the edge of the dish and tiny let- 
tuce leaves, stuffed olives and feathery 
celery tops over the top.

Its inscrutable wisdom congress cut 
down tbe estimate of money needed to 
cany on the work of the new depart- 
ment of commerce and labor to a ridic- 
ulously low figure, Secretary Cortelyoo 
Is not disheartened, but takes up the 
manifold duties Imposed upon him 
with courage and confidence. Even 
though hampered by lack of fn-xls, it 
may be set down as certain tnat the 
energetic and resourceful young secre- 
tary will not be content to permit his 
portfolio to become merely an ornamen- 
tal appendage to the machinery of fed- 
eral administration. Already he has tbe 
work of organizing and equipping the

various subdivisions of the department 
xvell in hand, though the actual opera- j 
tions of most of them do not begin un-, 
til the opening of the next fiscal year, 
on July 1. By .that time Secretary Cor- \ 
teiyou will have his machinery running 
smoothly. Smoothness is a characteris- j 
tic of the man, and there is pretty sure i 
to be very little unnecessary friction or ( 
wasted energy in any enterprise under , 
his direction.

The long list of bureaus, old and 


new, comprising the department of . 
commerce and labor sufficiently indi-, 
cates the varied character of the work 
laid out for Mr. Cortelyou, and to sue- • 
cessf ully meet these duties he needs all 
the energy, versatility and executive { 
ability of which he is credited with i 
being possessed. As the head of this . 
new governmental machine he> will be j 
a regulator of industrial combinations, j 
an investigator of labor disputes, a pro- f 
moter of foreign trade, fosterer of man- j 
ufactures, supreme sealer of weights ' 
and measures, guardian of th« mari- j 
ners along the coasts, protector of food j 
fishes, adjuster of. boundary lines be-; 
tween the states of the Union and su-1 
pervisor of immigration, besides per- 
forming other functions, including that 
of on "adviser, in common with other 
cabinet officers, of the president of the 
United States. All this is no easy task, 
but it must be remembered that George 
Cortelyou is "chock full of days' work." i 


There are no big plums and no sine- ; 


cures under this new department. The 
secretary will, of course, receive the 
regular cabinet salary of $8,000, every , 
cent of which he must spend if he de- 
sires to shine in society. As a matter 
of fact several cabinet officers expend 
three times their salary for living ex- 
penses at the capital.

As to perquisites, there are very few. 


His "official messenger" may be de- 
tailed to serve us his butler or valet de 
chamber if he so desires, and several 
carriages and a span of horses are fur- 
nished by tbe government for his use. 
They are cared for in a stable attached 
to the department, and Uncle Sam pays 
for their feed and grooming. The sec- 
retary's coachman and footman are 
also paid out of the public funds.

The most conspicuous subdivision of 


the department is the bureau of corpo-1 
rations. It was brought nito being by 
tho f;imovis "Nelson amendment." At 
its 1/iv.d is tbe commissioner of corpo- 
ratto::.*. v/itli a salary of p.OOO, ap- 
pointed by tl:c> president, who named 
James R. Garfiold- us the first incum- 
bent of the office. The deputy eosimls-' 
sinner is allowed $3.500. Below these 
provision Is made for a chief clerk, a 
corps of special agents and a consider- 
able force of clerks. In his Investijra-' 
tlons of American corpora tions, Joint 
stock companies, corporate comblna-' 
tions. etc., engaged in interstate and 
foreign trade the commissioner will 
have- tho power to subpoena witnesses 
ar.d compel them to give testimony or 
to produce documentary evidence ua-1 
»!cr oath. IJis powers will apply to ail 
rorpo-.-afions. etc., oxocpt tlie transpor-, 
tation coiupnnios falling within tho ju- 
risdiction of the'Interstate commerce 
commission.

The new branch of the department 


next in importance is tbe bureau ol 
manufactures. Tbe salary of the chieJ 
Is filed at $4,000. This functionary will 
develop manufacturing interests and 
will seek markets for manufactures at 
home and abroad. A new official of the 
state department will submit to tbe 
bureau of manufactures such report* 
of consuls in all foreign lands as rec- 
ommend markets for American goods 
or describe Improvements upon Ameri- 
can methods. 


The third new branch is the bureau 


of statistics, which combines tne bu- 
reau of statistics, taken from the treas- 
ury department, and the bureau of for 
eign commerce, detached from the state 
department This bureau will do tbe 
difficult and complicated statistical 
work of the department 


One of the most important functions 


of the department will be the protec- 
tion of marine commerce. The bureau 
with the greatest personnel will be 
that in charge of the lighthouse es- 
tablishment, on whose pay rolls are 
nearly 3,000 men. 


The commissioner of navigation will 


decide all questions relating to the 
issue of registers, enrollments, licenses 
of vessels and the collection and re- 
funding of tonnage taxes. 
He will 


also have power to change tbe names 
of vessels and will be required to pre- 
pare annually a list of ships. 


The supervising inspector general ot 


steam vessels will administer the 
steamboat inspection laws. 


The const and geodetic survey bu 


reau will prepare mariners' charts ot 
tbe entire coast line, survey all of the 
rivers to the head of tidewater, sound 
the ocean's depths and study its great 
currents, correct the mariner's com 
pfass and study disturbances of the 
magnetic needle. Apart from its work 
in the aid of mariners this great scien- 
tific bureau will determine points 01 
latitude and longitude for the adjust-' 
rnent of state boundary lines and sur- 
veys, measure the height of moun- 
tains and determine the exact geo- 
graphical position of all points in the 
country. 


The new department takes over from 


the treasury department the adminis- 
tration of affairs relating to immigra- 
tion. One of its chief bureaus will 
revise the immigration regulations 
and enforce the alien contract labot 
laws. New officers under the new de 
partment will be charged with the 
same duties in the enforcement of the 
Chinese exclusion laws which former- 
ly fell to collectors of customs and in- 
ternal revenue. 


The bureau of labor under the new 


department will collect and diffuse 
useful information on subjects of in- 
terest to the American laboring mai^ 
setting forth tbe relations of capital 
to labor, the hours of lalx»r, the earn- 
ings of-laboring men and women and 
The means of promoting their ma- 
terial, social, intellectual and moral 
prosperity, -This bureau will investi- 
gate all controversies between employ 
ers and employees which may inter- 
fere with the welfare of the public. 


The task of taking the census every 


ten years will be under the supervision 
of the secretary of commerce and la- 
bor, as will also be the statistical work 
of the permanent ceusus recently au- 
thorized by congress. 


The bureau of fish and fisheries will 


propr.gate for the ever hungry public 
useful food fishes, including lobsters.

A MEAL FOB GOXDFISH. 


Constructed -with a view to meeting the 
requirements of the fish in the various 
stages of their development 
Hatched 


ia one pond, they remain there until 
they have attained a certain growth 
and then pass gradually from one pond 
to another until when between three 
and four months old they emerge into 
what may be termed the harvest field. 


In this they sojourn until they are 


"ripe" and are then scooped out and 
taken to market. When they reach this 
pond, they are usually two or three 
inches in length, but they average a 
foot long 'be fore being placed on sale. 
This necessitates their remaining in 
the harvest field over three years, as it 
tukes them that long to attain their 
full growth and color. 


The value of a fish depends on Its 


shape, 'color and weight, and one that 
is imperfect in these respects is imme- 
diately thrown out as worthless. All 
sorts of goldfish are grown here. As 
even the cheapest kinds sell for from 
5 to 10 cents apiece at wholesale, it 
will be seen that there is money in the 
business for one wtio knows how to 
conduct it properly. Some species sell 
for from 40 to 50 cents each at whole- 
sale. 


The requirements for making a suc- 


cess of goldfish breeding arc so exact- 
tug, 
however, that it would be inad- 


visable for any one with a small cap- 
ital to embark in this indtistry- 
It 


cost the owners of this farm almost as 
much to stock it as though they were 
going to raise fancy cattle, for the 
fish they imported for breeding in- 
cluded the finest specimens raised in 
China and Japan. In some instances 
they were compelled to pay over $100 
each for telescope fish, which is the 
most aristocratic of all goldfish. The 
telascope has very large eyes, standing 
out from its head in sockets like tele- 
scope cases. In color it is of a reddish 
gold tint, a hue considered perfect by 
fish breeders and dealers. 


Other fine species of fish found at 


this farra arc ^he comet and the fan- 
tail. These are noted more for their 
tails than for their color. The comet 
possesses a tail nearly as long as its 
body and as delicate as lace, while tho 
fantail has two or three tails, which 
open and shut like a fan. It cost the 
importers over $10,000 for two can- 
t'uls of these three varieties that they 
brought from China, for so many fish 
died in transit that others had to bo 
bought to take their place. 


When you have bought your fish, 


your expenses as a breeder might be 
said to have only begun. At the farm 
\ve are describing twenty men are em- 
ployed, and there is work for the twen- 
ty from morning until night. 
The 


ponds, for instance, have to be care- 
fully watched to prevent hawks and 
kingfishers from harvesting the crop. 
Crawfish and tu&ekrats are also dead- 
ly enemies of tr.ie go'.tlflsh, and the 
banks of the ponds have to be pa- 
trolled continually by men armed with 
spades and shovels to stop the holes 
made by these burrowing creatures. 
Sonar-times the rats in a single night 
will bore to such an extent that the 
ponds would be drained in a few hours 
wore not a constant watch kept, and 
a drained pond means death to the 
goldfish it contains. 


Then, again, millions of eggs ns well 


as young fish are annually stung to 
death by beetles, water wasps and 
devil's darning noed^cs or eaten by 
turtles or older fish, for goldfish are 
notorious cannibals, hence the neces- 
sity of transferring them from pond to 
pond in order to keep together fish of 
equal groWth and strength. Three 
weeks after a fish is hatched it will he- 
Kin to make menls of the eggs on the 
grass and leaves around the edges of 
the spawning pond. 


At this farm some of the ripening 


ponds contain ns mnny as l.riO,000 in- 
habitants, nnd no pond lm« loss than 
100,000. as a rule. The ponds also hold 
tadpoles and frrfga, which aid In the 
development of the fish by keeping the 
water clenn nnd by devouring Insects 
and vegetable growth.

So 
remarkable 
and 
radical 
a 


change of public and national opin- 
ion In a brief period has rarely If 
ev«r occurred in any country, as -was 
•hewn in the 
-recent vote of the 


United States senate—seventy-three 
to five—In approval of the canal 
treaty with Colombia and in favor of 
building the Inlerocfeanic canat by 
the Panama route. How great and 
how surprising this change has been 
will be recognized when it is 
re- 


membered that on the '9th of Janu- 
ary, 
19021—only 
fourteen 
months 


previous to the senate's approval of 
the Panama treaty, -which was rat- 
ified on the 17th of March, 1903— 
the house of representative)} passed 
the so-called 
Hepburn 
bill, which 


provided for the building of the ca- 
nal by the Nicaragua route, by a 
nearly unanimous vote, there being 
308 votes in its favor and but two 
votes against it. We do not remem- 
ber who those two Panama-route en- 
thusiasts 
wteret 
but 
they 
must 


chuckle to themselves now at the 
way in which practically the entire 
nation has come around to their way 
of thinking. 


At that time the Panama 
route 


was in exceedingly bad odor, 
the 


•cent of the gigantic frauds which 
bad. ruined so many French fortunes 
and reputations hanging 'round 
it 


still. The United States canal com- 
mission, after an exhaustive exam- 
ination of both routes, had reported 
in favor of the one by way of Nic- 
aragua, 
though 
pronouncing 
the 


Panaima canal feasible from an en- 
gineering point of 
view. 
Of 
the 


prominent papers of the country, but 
few had a good word to 
say 
for 


Panama, and of the few that did 
persist in favoring that route it was 
more than hinted that their motives 
were not 
disinterested, 
and 
that 


they were more desirous of having 
no canal at all built than of having 
the fraud-tainted ditch at 
Panama 


completed by American money and 
enterprise. 


Little by flittte the advocates of 


the Isthmian route 
by hard 
work 


and convincing argument, 
swayed 


public opinion toward their 
views. 


It became known that the 
canal 


commissioners were 
almost 
unani- 


mously of the opinion that the Pan- 
ama route wa-5 the better one, but 
that it was not enough better to jus- 
tify this country in paying the enor- 
mous price demanded by the French 
canal company 
for 
their 
iproperty 


•nd franchise. The great 
difficulty 


there would be in constructing and 
maintaining a harbor at the Pacific 
end of the 
Nicaragua canal 
was 


made plain, and the 
much 
greater 


cost of running such a canal 
than 


one by way of Panama. The French 
company reduced their demand to a 
figure which the canal commission- 
er* said was reasonable, and which 
brought the 
commission 
over 
to 


strongly favor 
the Panama 
route. 


And M a final and convincing argu- 
ment agalnit tho 
Nicaragua route 


cam* the eruptions pf Momotombo 
and half a dozen other volcanoes on

ique and St. Vincent, made eviden 
the folly of constructing *o vast and 
costly a work as the interoceantc ca 
nal through a center of volcanic ac- 
tivity, when H was possible to

lect a safer route. 


One objection after another to the 


Panama route was set aside. Colom 
bia cannot under its constitution sel 
the arip ot' territory 
needed, 
bui 


was willing. to lease it for a hundred 
years, this country to have the priv 
ilege of renewing the lease 
indefi- 


nitely by centuries — a sale in every- 
thing but the name. All necessary 
concessions as to policing the leased 
territory and defending the 
canal 


were made by Colombia, and when 
the vote was at last taken in the 
senate on the ratification of the ca- 
nal treaty the Nicaragua route had 
almost as scanty a show of support 
ers as the Panama route had bad in 
the house but little 
more than a 


year before. 


It is doubtful if history can show 


so swift and complete a reversal of 
national judgment on a question of 
momentous importance for all time, 
as this change ot sentiment on the 
question t>f the interoceanic canal.

Baltimore's New Primary Law. 
The city of Baltimore has a new 


primary election law, the operation ot 
which may be of Interest to other com- 
munities seeking reforms to election 
methods. It will receive tta first practi- 
cal test at the municipal etoctiU&s this 
spring, and some defects may be devel- 
oped by this test, though the general 
plan of the law seems to be admirable. 
The principal features are these: 


First.—The primaries of both parties n»» 


held on the same day and In the same 
vrotlng booths. 


Second.—Tha ballot used la prepared by 


public officials, contains the names of all 
candidates alphabetically arranged and 1* 
voted In secret. 


Third.—Every citizen has a right to vot» 
n the primaries of the party with which 
ie prefers to toe affiliated, the law eat- 
jressly providing "that the statement of 
such party affiliation does not bind hJm to 
vote for the candidates of such party at 
any given election." 


Apparently these provisions would do 


awny with the abuses by which con- 
scientious citizens are kept from vot- 
ng In the primaries and corrupt ones 
are permitted to vote In them. The 
'floaters," as they are called, have still 
one vote, but they have no longer two 
or more, as the primaries of both par- 
ties are held together under the same 
safeguards as a regular election, and 
the citizen who Is unwilling to do the 
bidding of party bosses can no longer 
be kept away from the primaries by a 
requirement that he must pledge him- 
self to vote for all Its nominees, how- 
ever obnoxlofcs to bis moral sense. 


Besides these provisions the new 


Baltimore law has another introducing 
the principle of direct primaries for the 
most Important officer to be chosen at 
any election. If delegates to conven- 
tions are chosen, the name-of the candi- 
date they are pledged to support ii 
printed above each list of delegates.

I Astronomers and scientific men and 
scholars generally are greatly interest- 
ed In the D. O. Mills astronomical ex- 
pedition which has just sailed from 
San Francisco for Santiago, Chile. Toe 
expedition, which has spent two years 
in preparation, will be carried through 
by the University of California astron- 
omers, who have made ail their ar- 
rangements to stay two years In Chile 
completing their observations In that 
region. 


The mission of this important expe- 


dition is of vast interest to the scientif- 
ic world, as the observations made 
there will go far toward settling the 
perplexing problem of the motion of 
the solar system through space. Since 
1S95 the astronomers at the Lick ob- 
servatory have been engaged in the 
definite work of measuring the line of

sight velocities ot some 400 of the 
brighter stars. This has all been done 
with the powerful spectograph (photo- 
graphic spectroscope) presented to the 
observatory by D. O. Mills. The re- 
sults for these stars were recently 
combined in order to effect a prelimina- 
ry solution of the solar motion, and it 
was found that the solar system was 
moving approximately toward 
the 


southern part of the constellation of 
the Lyre with a speed of twelve and 
a half miles per second. 


But in order to verify the observa- 


tions it was desirable that the stars 
between 30 degrees south, declination 
and the south pole of the sky should 
>e represented in the solution, and as 
those stars are not visible from Mount 
Hamilton the present expedition was 
organized. The plan is to measure the 
velocities of 300 or 400 stars in that 
quarter of the sky. The photographs 
obtained in Chile will he sent to Mount 
Hamilton for measurement and discus- 
sion, and it is expected that the com- 
bination of the spectroscopic results 
obtained in California and Chile will 
ead to a very satisfactory solution of 
lie doubtful points. 


This important supplementary work 


was made possible by the generosity of 
D. O. Mills, who, in December, 1900, 
provided a fund of $24,000, plus 10 per 
cent for unexpected expenses, for this 
expedition. Since that time work has 
been rushed on the manufacture of the 
special instruments designed for the 
observations. 
The telescope for the 


use of the expedition is a reflector of 
the Cassegrain form. 
It will be the

largest reflector In systematic use at 
the present time. The telescope is 
mounted equatorially, and the specto- 
graph is rigidly attached to the lower 
end of the tube. A steel dome thirty 
feet in diameter will cover the Instru- 
ment. The lenses and mirrors for the 
valuable piece of mechanism have Just 
been carefully tested at San Diego, and 
the last corrections In their adjustment 
made. 


The Mills expedition is In charge of 


Acting Astronomer William H. Wright, 
who has ably assisted in the observa- 
tions with the Wills gpectograph at the 
Lick observatory during the past six 
years, and to whose valuable sugges- 
tions and help much of the success of 
the work Is due. 
Mr. Wright waa 


graduated from the University of Cali- 
fornia in 1803. He will be accom- 
panied by Assistant H. K. Palmer ot 
the class of 1898, who was for font 
years on the Lick observatory staff aa 
fellow and who Is now an instructor 
in the Berkeley astronomical depart- 
ment. 


Mr. D. 0. Mills has taken a deep In- 


terest in tho work of the Lick observa- 
tory since his appointment thirty years 
ago as a member of Mr. Lick's first 
board of trustees, and be has contrib- 
tated to its needs on four occasions in 
the past decade.
